From Navajo bridge to the South 
Rim the road is located on the Nav­ 
ajo Indian Reservation. It is fenced 
all the way and here and there may 
he seen a N avajo shcepherder and his 
flock w ith his hogan by the fence 
Some of the families arc in summer 
camps, tem porary affairs of brush 
and canvas. N ear some oi the camps 
is the weaving loom with a partially 
com pleted rug on it and about the 
camp are some of the completed 
nigs, seemingly out of place in such 
surroundings but more strangely the 
product of such surroundings. But 
the surroundings are n ,f. unlovely 
for there is the Painted Desert, an

The new fourth supervisorial dis­ 
trict of Supervisor Robert E. Dillon 
of Beaumont is the second 
largest 
such district in California and is larg­ 
er than three different states of the 
Union. 
Such was determined following com­ 
pilation of reports of the sizes of va­ 
rious districts in the state as obtained 
from several county surveyors. 
According to A. C. Fui mor, River- 
^43ide county surveyor, Dillon’s district 
—extending from just east of High- 
??ro.ye to the Arizona state line—com­ 
prises 5652 square miles. 
Only in San Bernardino county, the 
largest in the whole United States 
with a total area of 20,157 square 
m iles, is there a larger supervisorial 
district than thaX of Dillon. The first 
district in the neighboring county, rep­ 
resented by Arthur L. Doran of Bar- 
Htow, has an approximate area of 
19,280 square miles, according to H. U 
Day, San Bernardino county surveyor. 
But no supervisor^ district in 
either Inyo or Kern oounties, which 
along with San Bernardino are the 
only three counties in the state larger 
than Riverside, has a greater area 
than the Dillon domain.

it lias been announced by Dr. E. C. 
Moore, president of the Fish and Game 
Commission. 
Estim ated at 
16.000 
head, the bulk of which winters in the 
area between Honey laike. California, 
and Smoke Creek Desert. Nevada, re­ 
ports have been made that approxi­ 
mately 25 per cent ot’ the herd died 
as a result of the recent severe win­ 
ter, or lack of food due to over-graz­ 
ing. 
The survey Is in charge of J. S. 
Hunter, chief of the bureau of game 
conservation, in cooperation with Carl 
F. Johnson, president of the Fish and 
Game Development Association. The 
survey party will include IX D. Mc­ 
Lean, economic biologist of the Divi­ 
sion of Pish and Game. Asa L. Brown, 
supervising trapper of the division, 
and H arry Bourland of the Eastman 
Kodak Company. 
The ground crew camp base will be 
established on th? edge 
of Smoke 
Creek Desert. Actual count of the 
herd and carcasses will be made 
through powerful glasses and photo­ 
graphs. In this way it will be possible 
to determ ine the present size of the 
herd and losses from natural causes 
and predators. Considerable informa­ 
tion will be ascertained as to the ex­ 
tent of food and cover available and 
the practicability of establishing an 
open season on antelope In California. 
The plane, owned by Carl F. John­ 
son. is being donated by him for the 
survey. He also will pilot it. An ad­ 
ditional survey of Tulare lake will 
be made to determine the boundaries 
of the overflow areas caused by heavy 
winter rains. The present boundaries 
of the lake are considerably more ex. 
tensive than in recent years. 
The survey party recently assembled 
at Lake Tahoe and Is now plotting 
emergency landing fields. If this aerial 
survey proves successful, it is possible 
that the Fish and Game Commission 
will continue additional aerial surveys, 
according to Dr. E. C. Moore, president
